Drops City Hall
Reiit Increase

Faced by a threat of loss of
about $500,000 gasoline tax fund
monies for streets within Los
Angeles, the Los Angeles City
Council acted Jan. 14 in resecind-
ing its action serving notice
upon the Board of Supervisors
of an increase in rents at#ihe
City.Hall to $4.25 a square foot,
around $3875,000 a year,

The debate was bitter, The
Council charged Mayor Fletcher
Bowron had informed the mem-
bers that the proposed increase
had been approved by the Board
of Supervisors and Wayne Al
len, ‘administrator for the
county, whereas this was not
true, it was said.

“We have been booby-trapped
into this,” Councilman Don
Allen charged, while Councilman
Bd. J. Davenport declared that
“This is not the first time the
mayor has led us into believing
everything was fixed up and
after we had acted find it was
not so.”

The county, it was said, was
willing to agree to a rent of

around $3.25 per square foot,
but not more,
The Board of Supervisors

served notice upon the city that
if forced to pay the rental of
$4.25 per square foot, it would
withhold a similar sum yearly
from street funds allocated to
the city, asserting the costs
“are excessive.”
